THE DELUGE. 


No Mitigation in the Situation of 
Affairs at Wheeling, W. Va.. 
~—Heuvy Losses. 


The Waters Continue to Rise at Cin- 
cinnati, but Are Receding at 
Pittsburg. 


Residents Along the Lower Rivers Plepar- 
ing for the Worst—The Destitute 
Being Oared For. 


WHEELING, W. VA. . 
THE GREATER PART OF THE TOWN UNDER 
WATER—FIRES. 

WHERLING, W. Va., Feb. 7.—{Special.]—One- 
half of the city is submerged, many houses to 
the eaves of the roof, while quite a large num- 
ber have been overturned or carried away. 
Just how much water there is at this hour can- 
not be determined with any degree of certainty, 
but an average of the best estimates gives over 
fifty-two feet. The gas-works were sub- 
merged at midnight. There was a 
steady downpour of rain all night. 
Huge bonfires had been lighted at various 
points during the night, and from these as cen- 
tres volunteers engaged in the work of rescue. 
During the night over a hundred people were 
ferried to the churches on what was once the 
island. From Thirteenth street, in the busi- 
ness part of the city, to Forty-eighth street, a 
distance of three miles, there is almost an un- 
broken sheet of water, in some places twenty 
feet deep, and the water has penetrated from 
the river front four or five squares eastward on 
the lines of Sixteenth street. Dozens of blocks of 
buildings in the East End are also inundated. 
Along Wheeling Creek inside the city soap- 
factories, boiler-yards, machine-shops, slaugh- 
ter-houses, the gas-works, the city pest-house, 
Central Glass-House, tanneries, and all manner 
of industries are out of sight. Late reports 
from South Wheeling say scores of dwellings 
are overturned and carried away. Dozens of 
houses and barns have passed down from up- 
stream points. Regarding the loss of life, a 
dozen are believed to be drowned. A citizens’ 
meeting to devise relief measures assembled in 
the city-ball at 2 p. m., and $5,000 was sub- 
scribed in thirty minutes. 

Disastrous fires have occurred in surround- 
ing towns. At Bellaire, the glass-housg was 
fired by slacking lime and partially destroyed; 
loss heavy. The Buckeye Glass-Works was 
fired ‘from the same cause and partially des- 
troyed.. The Bridgeport Glass-House ignited 
at 5:30 and is said to be a total loss. In this 
city the cheese factory of Rathsberger & Garber 
is a total loss. Loss over $100,000. The total 
loss from all causes will be $1,500,000 to $2,000,- 


THE RIVER AT A STANDSTILL.

CINCINNATI. 
THE WATERS STILL RISING. 


o'clock tonight the river is rising at the rate of 
half an inch an hour, and standing at sixty-one 
feet eleven inches. The average rise for the 
last twelve hours has been but a little above 
that figure. People have in consequence taken 
courage, and tried to make themselves believe 
that the worst has been reached. The news 
from points above, however, is less favorable 
than could be wished. There is a great amount 
of water coming, and a further rise of one, two, 
and possibly four feet is not unlikely. At this 
hour it lacks one inch of reaching the sixty- 
two foot mark. That mark has been covered 
only three times in the history of the city.

The work of relief is well in hand, and the 
means are ample. It is estimated that 5,000 
buildings on the Cincinnati side have water en 
the first floor, and 2,000 on the Kentucky Side. 
There has been no loss of life and no great de- 
struction of property. The most us loss 
is that arising from the suspension of business. 

It has been colder today, and no rain has 
fallen for eighteen hours. The indications, 
however, are that it will turn warmer again, 
„ nasty rain set it. The Pitts- 
burg risr will probably reach here early Satur- 
day. Until that gets by the uncertainty will 
continue. 

Contrary to expectation, gas is burning to- 
night, and there is hope that the: supply may 
not be cut off at all. This, however, depends 
on the future rise being very slight. . 

LESS FAVORABLE. 

CINCINNATI, O., Feb. 7.—Midnight—The river 
is sixty-one feet ten and three-quarters inches— 
a rise of a quarter of an inch in the last hour.

PITTSBURG. 
THE WATERS SUBSIDING—LOSS OF LIFE. 

PITTSBURG, Pa., Feb. 7.—[Special.}—The wa- 
ters have been receding since 2 o'clock this 
morning. The worst is over. At 11 o’clock to- 
night there was 30 feet 6 incbes in the Alleghe- 
ny and 30 feet in the Monongahela. Both 
rivers were steadily falling at the rate ot three 
inches anhour. There has been no rain today, 
and the weather is clearing, with the prospects 
| of a very material fall in the temperature be- 

fore morning. The flood has rendered nearly 
10,000 people homeless, while fully 15,000 more 
are unable to get to and from their 
houses without the aid of skiffs. The 
suffering among the unfortunates today has 
been terrible. Many have been unable to get 
from their houses since Tuesday morning on 
account of the water, and during that time 
have been without fire or food. Everything 
possible has been done to alleviate their suffer- 
ings. Hundreds of women and children were 
housed and fed in Municipal-Hall, Turner-Hall. 
Salisbury-Hall, and the Allegheny Post-office 
today. Liberal donations dre coming in from 
all sides. | 

So far four deaths by drowning have oc- 
curred. The names of the victims are Thomas 
Kelly, John Jacobs, William Bowman, and Har- 
vey Genung, a boy aged 11 years. The others 
were married and had families. Travel on all 
the railroads excepting the Pennsylvania Cen- 
teal, Baltimore & Ohio, Allegheny Valley, and 
the West Pennsylvania Roads is still suspended. 
Washouts and heavy slides are reported in all 
directions, and it will be several days before 
trains will be running as usual. The loss will 
probably exceed $3,000,000.

AN ASYLUM HORROR. 


A Patient at Utica Dies from Injuries 
Supposed to Have Been Inflicted by 
Attendants. 

Utica, N. V., Feb. 7.—[{Special.]—Ffriday last 
Evan D. Hughes, of Nelson, Madison County, a 
paiient in the Utica Insane Asylum, died, as 
was alleged, from injuries received at the 
hands of attendants. A week previously his 
jaw and three ribs were found to be broken. A 
Coroner’s jury has been investigating the mat- 
ter two days. A.G. Weir and James Brown, 
attendants, testified that Hughes was very 
violent, and they restrained him by strap- 
ping bim in a fixed chair. 

Weir swore that he knew nothing of how the 
injuries occurred. 

Brown testified that he hit Hughes once in 
the abdomen with his fist “to keep him quiet,” 
and that Weir hit him in the face twice with 
his fist, and the jaw was broken by one of the 
blows, though neither seemed severe enough to 
break a jaw. He could not tell how the ribs 
were broken, but thought the break might 
have been caused by the patient throwing him- 
self out of the chair and fallmg with witnesses 
on top of him. 

Superintendent Gray testified that Hughes 

im immediately after the affair that he 

had been in a fight and thought his ribs were 

broken when we all went over the chair.“ Dr. 

Gray thought the jaw was broken by a heavy 

— blow or by falling and striking the 

chair. 

The investigation was adjourned till Monday.

bill. A call of the House showed eighty-seven 
members present, and the Sergeant-at-Arms 
was directed to dispatch his messengers for 
absentees. Dilatory p | were at once 
begun by the Republicans, Mr. Thorp moving 
to suspend the rules, take the Redistricting 
bill from the calendar and postpone its consid- 
eration until the second Monday in April, and 
make it the special order for 2 o’clock in the 
afternoon. This was defeated—yens 33, nays 
58. Mr. Brunner moved to read the 
bill the third time now, whieh was carried by a 
viva voce vote. The reading had hardly been 
completed when Mr. Johnson, Democrat, of 
Williams, jumped to his fest to explain his 
position. He was not satisfied with the bill, but 
he was more dissatisfied with the Redistricting 
bill of last session. He wanted to be just to 
the Republicans. He went th the Democratic 
caucus last nicht, protested, and was treated 
like a gentleman. As between a Republican 
steal and a Democratic steal he would always 
choose the latter. and would, therefore, vote tor 
the bill. Mr. Myers, of Franklin, moved to

WATERY GRAVES. 


Four Men Precipitated into a Raging 
Torrent by the Capsizing of a Boat— 
All Drowned. 

New Counksrowx. O., Feb. 7.—([Special.|—A 
terrible accident occurred at Evansburg, four 
miles west of here, by which three men, and 
possibly a fourth, lost their lives. Two young 

men named Nelson, with two others, were 

crossing the Tuscarawas River in a boat. When 
a short distance from shore the swift current

into the surging waters. One man was drowned 
at once and the other three took refuge in a 
fallen tree which had lodged in the channel, 
but they had scarcely time to rest themselves 
before they were again hurled in the angry 
waters by a log striking the tree.

The current, 
however, was too swift for them, and after 
struggling for some time the two Nelson b 
ers were swept rapidly down the swollen strea 
and were soon drowned. The fourth man was 
still clinging to the tree when it was struck by 
the log and he went under with it, but held on 
as he came up.

RESOLUTIONS ADOPTED BY THE CONVENTION. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 7.—The Mississippi 
River Convention reassembled this morning. 
Resolutions of thanks to the press, the District 
Commissioners, and others were unanimously 
agreed to. 

Mr. Hitchcock, of St. Louis, Chairman of the 
Committee on Resolutions, presented the unan- 
imous report of the committee as follows: 


Your Committee on Resolutions, having careful! 
Considered the various resolutions referred — 
them, respectfully submit for consideration the 


WHEREAS, A convention, representing the broad 
area of eighteen States and Territories. the people 
of which are intensely interested in the cheaper 
transportation from producer to consumer of all

and tide water East, in accordance with the recom- 
mendations heretofore made by the President of 
the United States in his special message on this 
subject. 
5. We desire to erpress our cordial appreciation 
and acknowledgment of the broad patriotic views 
expressed and the services rendered to the im- 
provement of waterways in the West by the Pres- 
ident of the United States in his official acts and 
declarations from the time of his accession to that 
high office. 
6. We also recognize the wisdom of Congress in 
the appropriations heretofore made for the im- 
provement of the rivers of the West, at the same 
time observing with satisfaction the recent recom- 
mendation of the Senate Select Committee on the 
Mississippi River, that if the work of improvement 
be worth doing it is worth doing well, and to secure 
thoroughness, permanency, and economy in its 
prosecution a uniform system should be adopted 
and adhered to. 

7. We also recognize with satisfaction the bene- 
fits resulting to navigation of the Mississippi River 
and its principal tributaries from the extension of 
the lighthouse system thereto, and renew the hope 
that the namber of districts and lights therein be 
increased to such extent asthe Lighthouse Board 
in consultation with the River Commission finds 
necessary to render the service completely efficient. 

8. We approve the action of the Executive Com- 
mittee on the improvement of Western waterways, 
and request it to continue its labors in the direc- 
tion and for the purposes for which formed until 
the Mississippi River and the navigable tributa- 
ries are in such condition as the safety of the peo- 
pie and the interest of commerce demand and de- 
serve, and said committee is authorized and re- 

uested to take proper steps for presenting to 
ngress a suitable memorial in the sense of the 
foregoing resolutions and for publishing and dis- 
tributing the proceedings of this convention. 


These resolutions were adopted by acclama- 


tion. 

After listening to several speeches on behalf 
of the River and Harbor bill the convention 
adjourned. 


PROBABLE SIZE OF THE BILL. 
The resolution adopted was more favoroble 
to the Hennepin Canal than was expected. The 
River and Harbor Committee will give the 
rec endations of the convention careful 
consideration, and today decided that the ap- 
propriation, aside from what sums should be 
ven the Mississippi River, should not exceed 
11,000,000, This means a bill for from $12,- 
000,000 to $15,000,000 unquestionably, so far as 
the House is concerned, with such amend- 
ments as the Senators may choose to add.

A YOUNG AVENGER. 


A Lad Whose Father Was Killed Shoots 
One of the Witnesses for the Mur- 
derer. ~ 
Sr. JosepnH, Mo., Feb. 6.—The Village of De 
Kalb, fourteen miles south of this city, on the 
Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific Railroad, is ter- 
ribly agitated over a deed of blood perpetrated 
this afternoon. Columbus Spratt, 18 years old. 
who resides three miles from that place, rode 
to town on horseback, and at the post-office 
met James Mitchell, who is a farmer 
in good circumstances. They had not 
met before face to face since 
1876, when young Spratt’s father was murdered 
by Frank Brown, who was convicted, sentenced 
to death, and had his sentence commuted to 
imprisonment for Mfe. Mitchell was at that 
time an intimate friend of Brown's, and figured 
as an important witness for the defense at the 
trial. The lad, Columbus, was then too young 
to take an active partin the proceedings, but 
the murder of his father has never ceased to 
rankle in his bosom. When the two enemies met 
this afternoon a quarrel ensued, and finally 
they came to blows. Both fought like demons, 
but Mitchell outwinded the boy and got him 
down.

with his fists he was pulled off by the bystan 

ers. As soon as Spratt had recovered his feet 
he drew a pocket pistol, but it was quickly 
wrested from his hand by a young man named 
Griffrey. He then started for the door, where- 
upon Mitchell seized a heavy iron poker and | 


started towards him in a threatening attitude. 
He had thus advanced about forty feet when 
Spratt, who was near the door, drew another 
pistol and fired, The bullet pierced Mitchell's 
heart, and he was dead in halfan hour. Spratt 
mounted his horse, rode to this city, and sur- 
rendered to Sheriff Thomas.

Elisha B. Lane, Another Old Settler, 
Gone. 
Another one of the few who settled in Chica- 
go previous to 1840, and whose face had be- 
come familiar at the Old Settlers’ reunions of 
the Calumet Club, has,passed peacefully away. 
Elisha B. Lane, father of Albert G. Lane, 
Count Superintendent of Schools, died 
Wednesday night at 10 o'clock at the family 
residence, No. 321 West Monroe street. He 
had been suffering from _ heart-disease for the 
last four years, and was confined to his house 
during the winter. Mr. Lane was born at 
Hampton Falls, N. H., May 6, 1815. At the age 
of 6 years his father died, and his mother and 
family moved to Piermont, N. H., where he 
lived until 21 years old. He then came to Chi- 


cago, arri Oct. 21, 1836, and has 
lived here ever since. He was a _ car- 
penter, and for several years was

Lane was appointed Superitendent of the car- 
penter work of the Board of Public Works, 
afterwards taking charge of the water-pipe 
testing. He continued in this position until 
1877, a period of eighteen years, faithfully and 
honestly serving the interests of the city. He 
became a member of the old Clark Street Meth- 
odist Church in 1838, and in 1846 moved to the 
West Side, uniting with the Canal Street 
Chureh, afterwards Jefferson Street Church, 
now Centenary Methodist Church. He became 
an active member, filling positions as trustee, 
steward, and class-leader until the present 
building was occupied.

Church, 
Chamberlain of the city and one of Troy's 
leading citizens, had disappeared, and that he 
was a defaulter in a large amount of money 
belonging to the city. This morning Mrs. 
Church sent for Samuel O. Gleason, an inti- 
mate friend of the family, and one of Church’s 
bondsmen, and requested him to take. charge 
of Church’s papers. It was then learned that 
Church had not been at home since 
Monday evening. William V. Cleary, chief 
clerk in the Chamberlain's office, says he last 
saw Church Monday evening about 5 o’clock. 
Church came in and remarked that the Mayor 
was anxious to have the street-sweepers paid 
but the funds for that purpose were exhausted, 
and thus far no satisfactory arrangement had 
been made with Controller Spicer to counter- 
sign the drafts in advance ot March 1, when 
the fund would be replenished. Cleary suys 
Church bad drawn $4,329 from the Manufact- 
urers’ National Bank that day, ostensibly 
to pay the street-sweepers if an ar- 
rangement could be made with the 
Controller. Church asked Cleary if 
the Mayor was about the building, and the lat- 
ter replied that he had not seen the Mayor 
during the afternooa. Cleary then went to 


supper. 
MONEY-PACKAGES MISSING. 
About s o’clock Cleary returned to the office, 


and looked for it in one of the safes in the 
vault. The money could not be found, and a 
package of $1,800 and another of $2,500 were 
also missed. This money was currency on hand 
in the office. | 


Monday night about 10 o’clock Church's pri- 
vate office at the city-hall was found unlocked. 
There was no light burning and it was supposed 
that Church had forgotten to lock the door 
when he left the room, as his absence was not 
at that time suspected. Tuesday morning 
Cleary received a note from the Chamberlain 


saying that the latter would not be able to get 
to the office before dinner. 
AN INVESTIGATION, AND ITS DEVELOPMENTS, 
After the interview with Mrs. Church this 
morning Gleason exhibited to the Mayor a pa- 
per certifying that under a provision of 
the charter Church had appointed Gleason 
to discharge the duties of the office of 
Chamberlain in the event of the sickness or ab- 
sence of Church from said office. paper 
was dated Dec. 5 and shows that Church con- 
templated the absence now discovered. The 
Mayor refused to recognize the appointee, but’ 
finally agreed that Gleason and ex-Mayor Kemp 
should take charge of the Chamberlain’s office. 
An investigation was immediately begun. It 
was found the deficiency mainly is in the dis- 
crepancy between the Chamberlain's books and 
bank-accounts. Church never allowed 
Cleary to see his bank-books, so that it was an 
easy matter for him to falsify the rec- 
ords and show a large sum of money 
in bank, when in reality there was only a 
small amount there. He kept accounts with 
allthe city banks. M he drew about 
$9,000 out of the Manufacturers’ Bank, and out 
of that paid about $2,000 at the Chamberlain's 
office. At5o’clock this afternoon, when the 
investigators ceased their work, a defaication 
of $76,500 had been discovered. There are 
fears that this will be increased to $100,000. 
SEARCHING FOR THE FUGITIVE. 


The police authorities have telegraphed to 
cities and principal seaports a description of 
Church, with the request that he be arrested if 
seen. The theory obtaining in circles 
is that Church took the cars for New York and 
sailed yesterday for Europe. The Abyssinia, 
of the Cunard Line, left Wednesday afternoon 
for Liverpool, but anchored in the lower bay 
over night on account of the heavy fog pre- 
vailing. It is bable that the steamer did 
not leave the lower bay until this forenoon, 
and it is thought by some that Church was 
among the passengers on this steamer. A Tro- 
jan who returned from Montreal tonight claims 
to have seen Church in that city yesterday. 
Mrs. Church, who moves in the best society, 
states that ber husband informed her he was 
going to Springfield, Mass., on business. 
THE CAUSE OF CHURCH'S DOWNPALL. 


All manner of theories are suggested as the 
cause of his downfall. He was the prietor 
of a stove foundry, and it is — ‘has met 
with business reverses. A city official declares 
that Church has been speculating in stocks 
more than a year. He has for several years 
been organist at St. John’s iscopal Church, 
and was formerly organist of St. Paul's Church. 
A few months ago an action for divorce was 
begun by W. H. Metcalf, of this city, against 
Mrs. Mary Metcalf, a well-known lady, who 
formerly sang in the choir of the Second 
Street Presbyterian Church. Mrs. Metcalf had 

sung at St. Paul's Church while Mr. Church 
was organist there. It is alleged that the two 
were on terms of close acquaintance for sev- 
eral years, and itis also asserted that this had 
something to do with the beginning of a suit 
for divorce by Metcalf, which action is now 
pending. Mrs. Metcaif was not a partner in 


Church's flight. 
Church also held the of Water-Com- 


fmissioner. His father, who died recently, was 
one of the pillars of the Second Presbyterian 
Church. missing Chamberlain was re- 


garded as the soul of honor, and the report of 
his downfall fell like a thunderbolt. His bonds 
had run out, and, he never having renewed 
them, it is feared the city will lose the whole 
amount of the defalcation.

ORDWAY, OF DAKOTA. 
Why He Wants to Stay in Office, and 

Why the People Dislike Hum. 
WasHrinaton, D. C., Feb. 7.—{Special,)— 
Ordway, Governor of Dakota Territory, is upon 
the floor of the Senate or House every day 
openly working with Senators and members to 
organize strength against the fight now being 
made upon him by the people of that enter- 
prising Territgry. Ordway’s commission ex-. 
pires in March, and he hopes to secure a reap- 
pointment. He is the bosom friend of Will- 
iam E. Chandler, and both are from New 
Hampshire. He now relies on Chandler to help 
him. It is said that Ordway is making 
a large fortune in Dakota in land 
speculations, and that he has been 
the means of suggesting very good speculations 
to his friends among the public men at Wasn- 
ington. Ordway as Governor has the power of 
locating county-seats, and advance knowledge 
of these locations is of great cash value to 
speculators. His enemies charge that this in- 
formation has been given in advance to friends. 
A large number of people in Dakota want to 
change the Capital site. They want to separate 
the Territory and secure the admission of the 
southern portion asa State. Ordway opposes 
the division unless the people will agree to let 
him come to the United States Senate. The 
Dakota people say they would rather remain 
out forever than come into the Union under 
such terms. They charge Ordway with running 
the Territory in his own personal interests. 
Ordway has with himin his lobby work here 
the influence of the Northern Pacific, as that 
company is anxious to retain the Capital of 
Dakota at Bismarck. 


ATHENS, Jan. 16.— [London Standard.]—A 
scheme has been ted to the Porte by a 
certain Mr. de Leon, representing American 
interests, which is destined to replace Admiral 
Inglefleld's project of connecting the Mediter- 
ranean and the Ked Seas by submerging Pales- 
tine. It consists of the construction of a ship 
railway, which, starting from El Arish, on the 
Mediterranean, would have its terminus at 
Akaba, on the Red Sea. 

The actual cost of the line, as it would pass 
through a perfectly flat country, would not 
amount to an exaggerated sum, although the 
expense of keeping up the permanent way, 
consequent upon the transport over it of ves- 
sels of heavy tonnage, may be so great as to 
render competition on even terms with its Suez 
rival somewhat difficult.

Commissioner Fink's official announcement 
of the result of the meeting was as follows:

Re- 
peated attempts in this direction have been 
made heretofore, notably in Mr. Chaplin’s reso- 
lution of July last, and all have been ignored 
by the Government, much to the dissatisfac- 
tion of the agricultural classes. The main rea- 
son advanced by the Government for disregard- 
ing the July resolution of the House of Com- 


mons was that the Contagious 
(animals) act of 1878 did not con- 
template exclusion of live stock from 


all countries, and Mr. Dodson's proposed bill 
is evidently framed with the intent of doing 
away with this objection. This, I believe, is to 
be the meaning of ‘ enlarging the powers of the 
Privy Council,’ and it will thus énable the Gov- 
ernment the more gracefully to yield to the 
pressure of public opinion when Mr. Chaplin's 
new resolution comes to be acted upon.“

PUBLIC SUICIDES IN CHINA. 

Shanghai Letter to Philadelphia Press: The 
most barbarous of all the death-rites. which 
have been observed in China was that of im- 
molating human beings at the tombs of the de- 
parted great. As high as 177 men have been 
buried alive in the tomb of a single individual. 
This horrible custom does not prevail at all 
now, of course, but the same false and inade- 
quate notions of the sacredness of human life 
do prevail universally. But of all Chinese cus- 
toms the most remarkable has been the preva- 
lent, public, fashionable suicides, conducted in 
public with every show of pomp, and some- 
times actually under the general direction 
of a Mandarin. A gay procession would be 
formed and a delighted throng would fol- 
low the prospective victim to a scaffold 
which had been erected with great care. The 
seats commanding the best view of the sacri- 
fice would be sold, and there would be a grand 
turnout of the suiciding party’s friends, as well 
as of the public at large. Perhaps it would be 
a young widow, who: had resolved to end her 
miserable existence on account of the death of 
her husband, a widow not being privileged to 
remarry in China. The occasion would be 
treated as a regular holiday by the natives. 
For a time the woman would chat pleasantly 
with her triends, partaking of a beautiful feast 
with them on the gallows. Then, having ca- 
ressed a little child that was placed upon the 
table before her, and adorned it with a neck- 
lace, she would take a basket of flowers and 
scatter the blossoms gayly among the crowd, 
after which she would cheerfully place her 
head in the noose and swing off into eternity. 
As a rule suicides are nowadays performed 
without such publfvity, but they are very com- 
mon.

But Mr. Young 


Cable and Porter to Vanderbilt, 
Greeting—The Secret of the 
Great Man’s Spleen.

Mr. Vanderbilt’s Garrulous Remarks 
About Cable and Porter—Their Opin- 
ion of Vanderbilt.

bilt in an interview published yesterday morn- 
ing, evidently did not seriously disturb Mr.

„All I have to say, said Mr. Cable, “ is, that 
I do not care what Mr. Vanderbilt says about 
me. I am not managing the Rock Island 
in the interest of Mr. Vanderbilt or any 
other one man. I am managing the 
road in the interest of its stockholders, 
and, as far as I can learn, thé stockholders and 
owners of the company are well satisfied with 
the way in which the affairs of their property 
are administered. The greatest harmony exists 
between the Directors of the road and myself, 
and no steps have been taken by me without 
their consent and approval. As I do not man- 
age the property to help Vanderbilt's interests, 
I cannot expect to have his approval, and he is 
welcome to his criticism. This is all I care to 
say about the matter.” 

Mr. H. H. Porter, a Director of the Rock 
Island and formerly President of the Chicago, 
St. Paul, Minneapolis & Omaha, also called 
upon and asked what he had to regarding 
Vanderbilt's * pleasant” remarks about him. 

„Nothing.“ said Mr. Porter. “I think it 
would be cruel to notice the personal ngs 
of a man 1 believe to be of Mr. Vanderbilt's 
physical and mental condition, and so unfort- 
unate that his real friends cannot restrain his 
inclination to garrulous interviews.” 

It is the opinion in railroad circles here that 
Vanderbilt’s attack upon Messrs. Cable and 
Porter is the culmination of the enmity he has 
borne these gentiemen ever since the fight with 
the Chicago, St. Paul & Omaha, of which Mr. 
Porter was President and Mr. Cable a leading 
Director, which resulted about a year ago in 
the purchase of that road by Mr. Vanderbilt to 
prevent it from being used against the 
Chicago & Northwestern. That investment 
has proved a most unprofitable one 
tor Mr. Vanderbilt, the stock now 


Vanderbilt became the owner of the road. The 
preferred stock was then quoted at 117, and 
yesterday it closed at 94. The common stock 
was then quoted at 58, and yesterday it closed 
at31%. Vanderbilt’s enmity was ingensified 
lately by the position Mr. Cable has assumed 
in regard to the so-called tripartite agreement. 
Mr. Cable was very active in bringing —— 
the formation of the Otripartite combination 
between the Union Pacific, Milwaukee & St. 
Paul, and Rock Island. believing it a good thing 
for those roads, as it nodoubt would have been 
but for the machinations of Vanderbilt and 
Gould. Both of the latter gentlemen had a small 
interest in the Union Pacific and were repre- 
sented in its board, but they had not sufficient 
stock to control it. The controlling interest in 
the Union Pacific was held by Boston parties,

Cable and the Rock Island in a false position by 
advocating schemes for the Western Trunk- 
Line Association that would, if accepted, have 
resuited in crippling the Rock Island and the 
Milwaukee & St. Paul, the original tripartite 
lines east of the Missouri River. But Mr. Cable 
was too wide-awake for them and refused to be 
caught. Finding that the Union Pacific bad 
been compelled by Gould and Vander- 
bilt, who are said to have obtained 
a controlling interest in this road, to 
enter into the Utah agreement, Mr. Cable re- 
fused to acknowledge the validity of the act. 
Again, when he found that Vanderbilt’s North- 
western was to take advantage of the 
Rock Island in the Northwestern Trafo Asso- 
ciation Mr. Cable at once gave notice of with- 
drawal from the association. The exclusive 
report in Wednesday’s TRIBUNE of that action 
was telegraphed to New York and was no doubt 
the immediate cause of Vanderbilt's philippic 
against Mr. Cable. This last act made him 80 
mad that he could no longer repress his pent-up 
feelings, and he gave them full vent in the in- 
terview published yesterday. 
It can readily be seen from the f 

that it will not be possible to continue the 
Western Trunk-Line Association. There can 
be no harmony between the Vanderbilt and 
Gould interests on one side and the Rock 
Island and Milwaukee & St. Paul interest on 
the other. This was shown by a little incident 
that happened at the meeting of the Western 
Trunk-Line Association a few days ago. The 
General Freight-Agents elected Mr. Fred Wild, 
formerly with the Milwaukee & St. Paul, anda 
very able and efficient man, as Agent of the as- 
sociation at San Francisco. But no sooner had 
this been done than President Keep, of the 
Northwestern, stepped in and said his company 
would not accépt Mr. Wild for that pesition. 
The only objection the Northwestern could 
have against Mr: Wild would be that 
he is a Milwaukee & St. Paul man, 
and that Vanderbilt and Gould want all offices - 
inthe Western Trunk-Line Association filled 
by men of their own selection. The Rock 
Island and Milwaukee & St. Paul are heartily 
sick of the tripartite combination, and wouid 
withdraw immediately if they could only do so. 
The agreement is fixed for six years, and in 
less than that time no road can withdraw. The 
combination can only be terminated by unani- 
mous action, and Vanderbilt and Gould, think- 
ing they have the Rock Island and Milwaukee 
& St. Paul in a box, are not willing to let them 
out. The only thing the latter, therefore, can 
do is to make all the trouble they can in all the 
Western associations, pools, and combinations 
until Gould and Vanderbilt become more 
tractable. Vanderbilt may be able to stand 
such a conflict as long as the Rock Island and 
Milwaukee & St. Paul, but Gould cannot, some 
of his properties being in a decidedly shaky 
condition. For this reason Mr. Gould keeps 
his mouth shut and lets Vanderbilt do all the

The Northwestern Traffic Association 
Troubles. 

Several freight officials of roads in the North- 
western Traffic Association were interviewed 
yesterday by a representative of THe TRIBUNE 
regarding the causes which impelled the Rock 
Island and Northwestern to give notices of 
withdrawal from the Northwestern Traffic As- 
sociation and the Central lowa Traffic Associa- 
tion, respectively, and the following facts were 
elicited: 

The notice of withdrawal given by the Rock 
Island was because the traffic agreement tech- 
nically prevented it from doing business be- 
tween Chicago and Stillwater, Duluth and the 
Biack Hills.

Differential Rate Troubles Between 
Buffalo and Chicago, 

The General Passenger and Ticket Agents of

on the ground that those roads had 
no direct lines from Buffalo west. 
The Grand Trunk refused to accept 
this arrangement und declared that it would 
charge as low a differential rate as any other 
road. Therefore the Michigan Central and 
Lake Shore gave notice that, unless the Grand 
Trunk would accept the rate adopted by the 
Joint Executive Committee they would also 
charge the differential rate. The meeting yes- 
terday was for the purpose of trying to effect 
a compromise. But the Grand Trunk refused 
to recede from it position, its representative 
stating that the company was perfectly willing 
to charge the same rate as the Lake Shore and 
Michigan Central, but was not willing that other 
roads should be allowed a lower rate. What it 
wanted was, that the rate should be the same 
by all lines. It was decided to refer the mat- 
ter to Commissioner Fink and hold another 
meeting when he is heard from. z 


Miscellaneous Items. 

Another change in lumber rates to Missouri 
River points was made yesterday. The rate 
from Chicago to the Missouri River remains at 
10 cents per 100 pounds, but the rate from Mis- 
sissippi River points will be seven cents from 
points south of and including Quincy and eight 
cents from points north of Quincy. 

The Michigan Central has just brought out 
four new passenger coaches that cannot be ex- 
celled by any cars of the kind ever constructed. 
They cost $3,000 each more than any other 


cars in the service of the company. They will 
be run on the line between Chicago and Grand 
Rapids via the Chicago & West Michigan. 


Articles of incorporation were filed at Madi-

landlord is called upon to provide movable re- 
ceptacies for the rubbish of his tenants, and no 


order affects the destiny of some 30,000 or 
40,000 persons who have hitherto lived on 
the detritus and ordures of the great city, 
and who have been the ornaments of a 
profession celebrated in literature and on the 
stage by Privat d’Anglemont, Anicet Bour- 
geois, and Félix Pyat, the profession of chiffon- 
nier or ragpicker. Those who have taken the 
trouble to observe nocturnal Paris will have 
noticed the mysterious forms of the silent 
gutter-gropers who traverse the streets in all 
directions, with an enormous basket strapped 
on their backs, a lantern suspended by a wire 
in their left hand, and a staff with a sharp 
hook in their right. With their eyes cast 
down, their lantern just grazing the ground 
and shedding a biaze of concentrated light be- 
fore them, they piod along noiselesly, speak- 
ing to no man or woman, looking neither to 
the right nor to the left, but stopping when- 
ever they come to a little pile of rubbish 
thrown out in front of a door, raking it over 
rapidly, prodding this scrap of paper, this lump 
of fat, this bone, this bit of leather, and with a 
brusque sweep of their wand and a sharp tap 
on the edge of their basket flinging the select- 
ed object into the basket strapped on their 
back. These are the chiffonniers. The little 
heaps of rubbish on which they operate are the 
vidées, or emptyings. The basket on their 
back they cali a mannequin, and their lantern 
receives the name of lorgnette, or opera-glass. 

Hitherto it has been the custom for the ten- 
ant of each flat or dwelling ing Parisian house 
to deposit the contents of hi dust-box in the 
street in front of the common door, between 10 
p. m. and 8 a. m., when the dust-carts pass, ac- 
companied by two shovelmen, besides the 
driver and two women armed with brooms. 
The dust-cart, drawn by two stalwart horses, 
announces its approach by a tinkling of a bell 
attached to the shaft. At this sound the lazy. 
servant maids who have not taken their precau 
tions over night or early in the morning come 
running out, each with her respective dust- 
box. This habit of depositing refuse and rub- 
bish in the street has, of course, the disadvan- 
tage of dirtying the streets and of necessitating 
an extra Droe of shovelers and sweepers. The 
use of receptacles of regulation size will facil- 
itate the loading of the dust-carts and econo- 
mize sweeping. On the other hand, it will de- 
prive the chiffonniers of their free fleld of 
action, and altogether modify their mode of 
life. Up to the present the chiffonniers have 
been a free, independent, and philosophical 
race, proud of their profession, pursuing it 
often from generation to generation, living. 
marrying, and dying among themselves and in 
their own quarters, and wandering with pleas- 
ure in the streets of Paris, without care for the 
morrow, disdaining the workman subjected to 
the restraint of fixed hours, and looking down 
with contempt on the street sweepers, * the 
Prefect’s lancers,“ as they call them The 
chiffonniers live in the Mouffetard quarter, 
near the Gobeligs, at the Fountainebleau gate, 
at Montreuil, at Levallois, at Asniéres, and, 
above all, at Clichy, in the Avenue de la 
Révolte, which is also the chief resort of the 
poorest class of mountebanks and fair men. 

The chiffonniers are divided into classes. 
First of all we have the regular chiffonnier, who 
has his number and license delivered by the 
Prefecture of Pulice. They number 8,000 or 
10,000. Some of them have a horse or donkey 
and cart. The regulars divide Paris among 
themselves, each having his streets and quar- 
ters, which pass from one to another by inher- 
itance or sale. The cafés and restaurants and 
many of the houses have arrangements with 
them for mutual service. Some of the most 
important of them employ others for the ex- 
ploitation of a district. Itisto them that be- 
long the piles of sacks and baskets of assorted 
rubbish that you sce at the street corners in 
early morning awaiting the arrival of the mas- 
ter’s donkey cart. 

Next come the voyageurs and coureurs, or 

travelers, mostly irregulars, who have no li- 
cense and who take to the gutter as a last re- 
source, or temporarily, or by some accident. 
These irregulars vary in number, according to 
| the season of the year and the state of trade. 
They may be reckoned at from 12,000 to 15,000, 
including not a few criminals. These ir- 
regulars work with or without basket and 
hook and gather everything, from a bit of coke 
or a cabbage-stalk up to cigar or cigaret 
stumps and scraps of paper, the two latter de- 
partments of scavenging being fairly lucrative. 
The irregulars work at all hours of the night, 
and the cigar-stump men work during the day 
also. They sell their gatherings to the whole- 
sale dealers in the big depots. 

Finally we have the triqueurs, or sorters, 
numbering some 10,000 men, women, and chil- 
dren. The triqueurs work on the contents of 
the gatherers’ baskets, and sort out the rags, 
the paper, the bones, the grease from which is 
sold at two cents a pound, to make soap and 
candles: the window-glass, which is sold at 
three or four francs the 200 pounds; the bottle- 
giass, sold at 18 cents the 200 pounds; the old 
iron, the sardine boxes and cans, which are used 
by the toy manufacturers: lead capsules; old 
shoes, which are ground up and used to make 
new shoes of leather paste, to make buttons, to 
make truffles, and a variety of other objects; 
the old hats, which are fixed up and are worth 
onan average 18 cents each. In the life of 
Paris nothing is lost. At Asniéres they man- 
ufacture Marseilles soap out of the fatty filth 
discharged into the Seine at that spot by the 
great sewer of Paris! 

What will the chiffonniers do now that the 
Prefeet has by his institution of rubbish boxes 
deprived them of their fleld of action? The 
triqueurs, or sorters, will, of course, be able to 
work where the rubbish is shot, as they do at 
present, and many of the real chiffonniers will 
doubtless take to the river and fish for dead 
dogs, and planks, and old corks, and ali the mis- 
cellaneous refuse that floats on the river. But 
according to all appearances the glory of the 
rag-picking profession has departed, and the 
chiffonnier’s occupation is gone. 

From what has been said chiffonnier 
woula seem to be rather low down In the scale 
of human misery, and yet he is an aristocrat 
compared with the street sweeper. The chif- 
fonnier can earn from 30 to 90 cents a day on Me 
tree. The street sweepers earn, the men 
cents an hour and the women four cents. 
While you are studying the ways and haunts 
of the ragpickers you naturally become ac- 
quainted with the ways and haunts of the street 
sweepers. It appears that, according to a police 
regulation of 1799, each housebolder in Paris is’ 
compelled to sweep the pavement and road in 
front of his house before 7a.m. The Parisians, 
however, objected to rising so early, and the 
Municipality offered to find persons who would 
undertake the task of sweeping. The house- 
holders levied a pro rata tax on their tenants, 
and four companies entered into a contract 
with the City of Paris to keep the streets free 
from mud, dust, and snow. This plan is still 
adopted. The sweepers are placed under the 
orders of inspectors appointed by the Prefect, 
and at 4 o’clock each morning in winter and half 
past 3 in summer the sweepers assemble at dif- 
ferent parts of the.city to answer the roll call. 
These sweepers are almost exclusively for- 
eigners, and hail chiefly from the grand duchies 
of Luxembourg and aden, from Alsace, and 
from Flanders. Luxembourg provides the ma 
jority, and the language of the sweepers is 
mainly a low German patois. How these 
sweepers manage to live is a mystery, and how 
theyananage to make money, return to the 
Fatherland, and buy a scrap of land, as they 
often do, is a still greater mystery. The key 
to both these problems is cooperation. Men 
and women from the same village herd to- 
gether in groups of ten or twenty, and hire a 
room in some back street. The furniture, to 
begin with, isa few bundles of straw and an 
earthen cooking pot. Sheets and blankets are 
unknown among them. Each lies down in his 
or her clothes. However defective they may be 
in cleanliness, they are reputed to be of almost 
perfect morality. Men and women alike, as 
you see them sweeping the streets with the reg- 
ular rustling swoop of their long-handled be- 
soms, seem to be pictures of health and happi- 
ness. Many of the women and girls are good- 
looking, and, with their old-fashioned head- 
dress and the bright colored kerchef pinned 
over their shoulders, the boveuses, or“ mud- 
dies,” as they call themselves, might often 
tempt a painter's pencil, if our Parisian paint- 
ers were only in the habit of rising early.

TEACHING TRADES. 


Poor Men’s Sons in the Manual-Train- 


ing School. 

CuHIcaGo, Feb. 7.—|Editor of The Tribune. 
Further reflection convinces me that the Com- 
mercial Club’s manual-training school should 
open its doors to all classes of our citizens, 
rich and poor. The exclusion of either would 
be folly. But it is true, nevertheless, that the 
tuition fee demanded, trivial though it be to 
the wealthy man, is sufficient to exclude many 
a boy whose training in such a school would be 
advantageous not to himself alone, but to the 
community at large. And if no provision Is 
made for the education of the sons of poor 
people—boys who show an aptitude for me- 
chanical pursuits—the school will fail to ac 
complish a vast amount of good whieh it would 
otherwise do. No boy should be turned from 
its doors because he is poor. 

The wealthy men who have sent, or may 
send, their sons to the Chicago Manual-Traia- 
ing School have here a grand opportunity. 
They do not wish their boys to enjoy the edu- 
cution provided because it is furnished at less 
‘than half the sum which woyld be demanded 
forthe same instruction elsewhere, but be- 


cause they are fully in accord with the éystem. 


Let them, then, show their appreciation of it 
by paying the tuition of worthy boys who 
would otherwise be deprived of the advantages 
of the school. If every rich man®who may 
send his son to this school would pay the 
tuition for another man’s son, the criticism to 
which I referred yesterday would lose all its 
force in the mindof even the most carping 
citizen.

Etel- 
ka Gerster, who gave the most impressive im- 
personation of Marguerite in Gounod's 
„Faust ever seen in Chicago, and that un-

ence. Tun TRIBUNE took occasion to suggest 
that the performance of Romeo and Juliet“ 
last Tuesday evening was a libel against 
Charles Gounod, the composer of that opera, 
and adheres to its opinion, Col. Mapleson's at- 
tempt at an explanation notwithstanding; for, 
even if it were true that Gounod authorized 


its strongest features—which Tue Tris- 
unn doubts, and the reason for the 
doubt may be found in Hanslick's 
“Moderne Oper,” pp. 207 to 215— 


the other fact would remain that Mme. Patti 
sang her music one tone lower than it was 
written, and that other unwarranted liberties 
were taken with those parts of the score actu- 
ally performed. But if Col. Mapleson’s treat- 
ment of “Romeo and Juliet” was a 
libel, the performance of Faust,“ given 
under his management last night, was an 
outrage not only on Gounod’s’ comppsition, 
but also on some excellent artists whom Mr. 
Mapleson exposed to the risk of taking part in a 
perfect failure. To make Mme. Gerster sing 
Marguerite to a Faust who could neither sing 
por act, and looked most of the time like 
atobacconist’s sign out for a walk, and to a 
Valentine whose appearance was as ludicrous 
as his singing was execrable, was an outrage 


these two worthies notwithstanding, in making 
her own performance one of the most 
magnificent ever witnessed, makes Col. 
Mapleson’s offense all the more heinous. 
Nor was she the only sufferer—not to mention 
the audience. Sig. Cherubini, who gave the 
best Mephisto in every respect seen in Chicago 
since the days of Herrmann, and Mrs Jessie 
Dartlett-Davis, who made her Chicago début in 
Italian opera as Siebel, were also largely af- 
fected by the miserable cast of two of the 
principal characters. The weakness of the or- 
ehestra, notwithstanding Signor Arditi’s effi- 
dient handling, was another serious drawback 
for the artists, because it made any adequate 
production of the orchestral score an im- 
possibility. Could Gounod have heard 
how the wind instruments continually 
drowned the strings and robbed his 
orchestration of all its delicacy and 
beauty, he would probably have hurled an 
anathema at the head of Col. Mapleson com- 
pared with which Valentine's curse on Mar- 
guerite would have been a child's pettish re- 
monstrance with a playfellow. Had Gounod 
deen present—as, happily, he was not—he 
would also have found abundant opportunity to 
complain ot injury done his work by insuffi- 
cient rehearsal, the chorus getting adrift sev- 
eral then and the stage business being any- 
thing butsmooth, because no general rehearsal 
had been had.

BURIED ALIVE. 


The Terrible Discovery Made by the 
Friends of an Entombed 
Maiden. 


Dayton, O., Feb. 7.—(Special.|—A sensation 
has been created here by the discovery of the 
fact that Miss Hockwalt, a young woman of 
high social connections, who was supposed to 
have died suddenly Jan. 10, was buried alive. 
The horrible truth was discovered a few days 
ago, and singe then it has been the talk of the 
city. The circumstances of Miss Hockwalt's 
death were peculiar. It occurred the morning 


Schwindjat Emanuel's Church. Shortly before 
6 o'clock the young lady was dressing for the 
nuptials and had gone into the kitchen. A few 
moments afterward she was found sitting on a 
chair with her head leaning against the wall and 
apparently lifeless. Medical aid was sum- 
moned, Dr. Jewett, after examination, pro- 
nounced her dead. Mass was being read at the 
time in Immanuel Church, and it was pro- 
posed to postpone the wedding, but Father 
Hahne thought best to continue, and the 
wedding was consummated in gloom by low 
mass. An examination showed that Anna was 
of excitable temperament, nervous, and 
afflicted with sympathetic palpitation of the 
heart. Dr. Jewett thought this the cause of 
death. The following day the girl was interred 
in Woodland. The friends of Miss Hockwalt 
were unable to forget the terrible impression, 
and several ladies observed tl her ears 
bore a remarkably natural color, and could 
not dispel the idea that she was not dead. They 
conveyed their opinion to Anna’s parents, and 
the thought preyed upon them so that the body 
was taken from the grave. 

It is stated that when the coffin was opened it 
was discovered that the supposed inanimate 
body had turned upon its right side. The hair 
of the head bad been torn out in handfuls and 


the bones. The body was reinterred and efforts 
made to conceal the case, but there are those 
who state that they saw the body and know the 
truth of the facts narrated. | 


LATER FIRE NEWS. 


The Loss by the St. Louis Conflagra- 
tions More Serious than at First Sup- 
posed. 

Sr. Louts, Mo., Feb. 7.—({Special.|—At a few 
minutes before 8 o'clock tonight fire was dis- 
covered in the buildings Nos. 406 and 408 North 
Fifth street, occupied by Schaefer, Swarts & 
Co., wholesale shoe-deafers, and Judell, Platt & 
Maas, furnishing goods. The fire was confined 
to the interior of the building, and was checked 


only through extraordinary efforts of the fire 


department. The loss was largely by water. 

Schaefer, Swarts & Co., were damaged to the 
extent of about $6,000; covered by insurance. 
The building is owned by the David Nicholson 
estate and is insured for $15,000, with a loss of 
not more than $3,000. . 

The loss of Sudell, Platt & Maas is estimated 
by Mr. Maas at from $45,000 to $50,000, insured 
for $53,000. 

Six firemen entering the cellar of the build- 
ing narrowly escaped death by suffocation. The 
men, who were carried back unconscious into 
the hands of their comrades, whom they led, 
were Assistant-Chiefs Mike Hester and Eugene 
Gross, Joe Schrumper, driver of No. 14, Tom 
Maguire, and Henry Bridge, foreman of No. 9. 
They succumbea to the smoke, and were 
dragged out helpless at the risk of the lives 
of others. 

About an hour after the alarm had been 
given for the Fourth street fire an alarm came 
from the neighborhood of Russell avenue 
and South Broadway, being occasioned by afire 
in the lumber-yard of John J. Ganahl & Co., 
on the west side of Broadway, between Allen 
and Russell avenues. The lumber-yard ex- 
tended from Broadway to Seventh street, and 
originated in a stabse used by the company 
located near an alley. The eastern portion of 
the yard was covered with sheds made of pine 
lumber, which made an assortment of exceed- 
ingly combustible material for the flames to 
feed on. The firemen kept the flames from ex- 
tending to the west side of the aliey, but the 
eastern portion of the yard, including a one- 
story brick office, was almost totally destroyed. 

Mr. Ganahl estimates the loss at $10,000, covered

EGYPT. 
“ ENGLAND HUMILIATED.” 

Roux, Feb. 7.—[Special Cable Dispatch to 
The Chicago Tribune.|—The report of Baker 
Pasha’s defeat has caused an immense sensa- 
tion here. The semi-official Diretto denounces 
Baker Pasha's tyrannical conduct in leading 
raw forces against the victorious troops of the 
Mahdi. It insinuates that he did so deliberately, 
knowing that defeat was certain. The truth 
may hot come out for half a century,” it adds. 
„All we know at present is, that the military 
reputation of England is humiliated.“ 

THE FALSE PROPHET HAS UNDERTAKEN TO 8UB- 

JUGATE THE ENTIRE WORLD. 

LONDON, Feb. 7.—[Special Cable, — Late ad- 
vioes from El Mahdi's camp, received last night, 
confirm the report that the False Prophet has 
started out to subjugate the entire world. The 
recent victories of the rebels have so embold- 
ened them that they are advancing along the en- 
tire caravan route. All telegraphic communica- 
tion north of Khartoum has been severed, and 
grave fears are entertained that the Mussul- 


mans of Suakin will treacherously rise and 


massacre the European residents. Great ex- 
citement still prevails in London. 
RUMORED CAPTURE OF GORDON, 

Loxbox, Feb. 7.—A dispatch from Alex- 
andria to the Daily News claimed that the rebels 
had captured Gen. Gordon, but no news has 
been received at the War Office regarding the 
rumor. The report, which was first posted in 
the window of the Daily News office, has since 
been removed. 

PORTS IN THE GULF OF ADEN. 

The Daily News states that the Egyptian ports 
in the Gulf of Aden, on the Somanli coast, can 
be held if needful by troops from Aden. 

FRANCE EXULTING. 
The Parisian newspapers are indulging in 
much sarcasm at the failure of England's policy 
in Egypt. The Journal des Debates considers

relapsing into barbarism. The Republique 
Francaise ironically presumes that England is 
strong enough to act alone, otherwise she 
would never have assumed the responsibility 
of excluding Europe, and especially France, 
from participation in the settlement of Egyp- 
tian affairs. 


| A WISE DECISION. 
A letter from Gen. Gordon is made public 
it says: "Tis no secret that England has aban- 
doned all intention of guaranteeing a continu- 
ance of Egyptian supremacy over the Soudan. 
It has decided that the task is too onerous, and 
would be attended with no corresponding ad- 
vantages. It will, therefore, allow the people 
now in rebellion to revert to their old Sultans.”’ 
Gen. Gordon accepts this decision as wise and 
just. For,“ he says, unless England shall 
secure the Soudan in possession of good gov- 
ernment, it ought not to conquer the country 
itself nor allow others to do so.“ 
Gen. Gordon’s mission is to try to arrange 
with the people in a quiet way regarding their 
future affairs. 


LOSSES AT TOKAR, 

The transport Poorah at Portsmouth has 
been ordered to prepare to sail forthwith. It 
will take 500 marines to Suakin. Official ad- 
vices from Cairo announce that the total num- 
ber of killed near Tokar was 2,250, including 
flinety-six officers, sixteen of whom were staff 
officers. Baker Pasha telegraphs he has at 
present under his command 3.500 men, a third 
of whom are unarmed. It is officially denied 
that the tribes beyond Korosko are in revolt. 

UNMOLESTED. 


A steamer from Khartoum reached Berber 
today, and was unmolested during the trip. 

| REINFORCEMENTS. 

The Government has ordered the command- 
er of the Mediterranean squadron to dispatch 
as many marines as possible to Suakin. He is 
expected to be able to spare 1,200. 

FOR THE RED SEA. 

The British corvet Carysfort has left Alex- 
andria for the Red Sea. 

: THE TROOPS. 

On the arrival of the transport Poonah at 
Suakin Admiral Hewitt will have 2,000 sailors 
and marines available for service on shore, be- 
sides the crews of his squadron. ö 

There is reason to believe a battalion of Gen. 
Sir Evellyn Woods’ army will go to Suakin after 
the withdrawal of the demoralized t s from 
that place. Sir Evellyn Baring is thinking of 
establishing a censorship of the press owing to 
the publication of mischievous rumors, notably 
the report of the capture of Gen. Gordon. 

THE SITUATION. 

Catro, Feb. 7.—It is estimated that 600 rebels 
were killed in the late fight. The Khedive has 
sent a message of sympathy to Baker Pasha. 
Baker Pasha telegraphs that his men will be 
able to hold out for only a short time behind 
intrenchments. Spies report that the rebels 
intend to attack Suakin. The Governor of 
Dongola telegraphs that Berlin and Dongola 
are quiet. A Prefect of Police will be ap- 
pointed at Suakin, with full powers over the 
natives, as many of them are regularly inform- 
ing Osman Digma, the rebel chief, of what is 
being done at Suakin. It is expected Gen. Sir 
Evellyn Woods’ army will go to Suakin. 
Travelers coming down the Nile repert that the 
news of Gen. Gordon’s mission was welcomed 
along the river. 

The English sailors in charge of the central 
work at Suakin are on the best terms with 
Baker Pasha's troops. Thirteen thousand rifles 
were discovered in possession of the Egyptian 
Governor, who ought to have delivered them 
to Baker Pasha on the latter’s arrival. The 
Bazaar is crowded with a mutinous rabble of 
soldiers, and if the enemy attacks the town the 
blacks, who are more mutinous than the Egyp- 
tians, will probably join the populace in the 
uprising against the foreigners. The enemy 
now possesses 4,000 Remington rifles, five 
Krupp guns, two Gatling guns, two rocket tubes 
and an abundance of ammunition. 

INDIGNATION AT THE ENGLISH. 

CAIRO, Feb. 7.—Great indignation is felt, 
both by Europeans and natives, at the apathy 
of the British Government in view of the re- 
cent massacres. There is no news of Gen. 
Gordon, and the general opinion is that only a 
miracle can save him when the news of Baker 
Pasha's defeat has spread throughout the 
Soudan. 

THE REVOLT EXTENDING. 
SUAKIN, Feb. 7.—A steamer from Massowah 
reports that the revolt is extending from Kas- 
toward the Red Sea. Everything is quiet 
in Abyssinia, but the natives of the territory on 
the frontier are declaring for the rebels, with 
whom the so-called friendly tribes are codper- 
ating. 
REJOICING OVER EL MAHDI'S VICTORIES. 

Dun, Feb. 7.—United Ireland this morn- 
ing, under the heading of Speed the Mahdi.“ 
congratulates the False Prophet on his recent 
victory, and hopes that neither Sinkat nor 
Khartoum will be relieved; trusts that Gen. 
Gordon will meet the same fate as Baker Pasha; 
and asserts that it will rejoice to hear of El 
Mahdi's victorious arrival at Cairo, . 

PARLIAMENT. 
HOUSE OF LORDS. 

Lowpon, Feb. 7.—In the House of Lords to- 
day the Marquis of Salisbury gave notice that 
he would introduce a resolution in reference to 
the Government's policy in Egypt similar to 
that which Sir Stafford Northcote gave notice 
of in the House of Commons. 

HOUSE OF COMMONS.

The story of his capture is discredited. 

Henry Chaplin, Conservative (member for 
Mid-Lincoinshire), moved that a measure to 
prevent the importation of animals suffering 
from foot and mouth disease be introduced 
without delay. Gladstone said that he could 
not give the pledge of the Government that 
such a measure should have precedence of the 
great measures mentioned in the speech from 
the throne. Hicks Beach (Oonservative) said 
the Government knew the disease still existed 
in America, Holland, and Germany, yet they 
were not prepared to give à definit pledge to 
prohibit immediately cattle from the countries 
where the disease prevails. Arthur Arnold 
(Liberal), member for Salford, asserted that 
only one case of the disease could be proved to 
have been imported from America in the last 
six months. The Government, he decl 
would do great injury to British consumers if 
they should stop the importation of cattle from 
America. 

Thomas Duckham (Liberal), member for 
’ Herefordshire, quoted statistics showing that 
the number of cases of disease among cattle 
imported from America in 1883 was 536, against 
647 cases among cattle from all other countries. 
Chaplin's motion was defeated—251 to 200.

BONAPARTIST MOURNERS. 

Parts, Feb. 7.—The funeral of M. Rouher, 
distinguished Bonapartist, this morning, was 
very quiet. A large crowd collected outside 
the church. Many policemen were present, but 
no demonstration was made. 

The mass of requiem in the Church of St. 
Augusta was attended by 6,000 persons, includ- 
ing all the distinguished Bonapartist leaders— 
Paul de Cassagnac, Louis Buffot, Pierre Chene- 
long, Michel Grand, Joachim Murat, and De- 
lear. The Princess Mathilde occupied a place 
of honor. The corpse bas been temporarily 
placed.in the vault of the church, but will be 
removed before long to Auvergne.

Two letter-pouches containing 80,000 marks 
were stolen trom a mail-cart at Leipsic yester- 
day morning. 

During January the British imports de- 
creased, compared with January of last year 
£91,625, and the exports decreased £1,256,118. 

The French Chamber of Deputies has re- 
solved to consider Gaudy’s proposal to estab- 
lish a system of official inspection of imported 
meats. 

The Spanish Government has decided to pro- 
hibit the meeting of Republicans announced to 
take place the 11th inst., in commemoration of 
the proclamation of the Republic Feb. 11, 1873. 

Reports from all the districts of Lancashire 
state that the operatives sre unfavorable to an 
agreement to settle the strike. In mass-meet- 
ings at Darwen and Blackburn resolutions were 
adopted to continue the struggle. 

The bark Aeolus, stranded at Nordbye, lost 
all the crew but two. These state they were 
standing on the deck-house lashed to the miz- 
zenmast without sustenance for a weck. Their 
feet are frozen. 

French war material for six gunboats will be 
sent to Tonquin. China is negotiating with an 
English firm for the construction of telegraph 
lines to connect Canton with the places in Ton- 
quin occupied by the Chinese. 

The residence of Constantine Rosetti, the 
well-known journalist and formerly Minister 
of the Interior, burned, with many valuable 
documents bearing on the history of Rou- 
mania.

New York World, Feb. 6: Seldom have the 
Spacious parlors of Mr. Courtland Palmer’s 
residence on Gramercy Park been so complete- 
ly filled at a meeting of the Nineteenth Cent- 
ury Club as was the case lest evening. 

The meeting was opened by a short prayer 
by Mr. Palmer, who expressed the hope that in 
the discussion as much courtesy, indulgence, 
and kindliness would be shown as upon the oc- 
casion of Dr. Rylance’s lecture on free thought 
some time since. ‘The four great religious 
theories to be discussed this evening are Ro- 
man Catholicism, the sect of unity and power; 
Protestantism, founded upon a basis of indi- 
vidual right; Judaism, the foundation of the 
other sects, and different from all in that it has 
not for head an ideal man such as Christ, Bud- 
dha, or Mahomet; and Agnosticism, the result 
of scientific thought. The great question of 
the cetnury, What shalliwe do to be saved?” 
Mgr. Capel was then introduced and said: 

FROM A CATHOLIC STANDPOINT. 

„Mn. Presipent: You did me the honor to 
invite me tostate before the Nineteenth Cent- 
ury Club the principle on which the belief of 
the Catholic Church rests; then to allow that 
statement to be freely discussed, and, finally, 
to close the discussion by a rejoinder from me. 
The frank, earnest way in which, sir, your in- 
vitation was made showed clearly it was 
prompted by no itching for an intellectual tilt; 
and the motto of the club, ‘ Prove all things; 
hold fast that which is good,’ indicated that 
your members earnestly wished to know ‘ What 
is truth.“ ; 

et I could not hide from myself that past 

ence proves the almost insuperable diffi- 
culty to get a satisfactory hearing for Catholi- 
cism. Prejudice and passion are proverbially 
deaf and blind. Unfortunately both have 
played a great part for the last four centuries 
in perverting the teaching of the Catholic 
Church and in attributing to her doctrines she 
not only never held, but which she has always 
repudiated. The past did not encourage me 
much to enter the lists. However, your court- 
esy, sir, assured me that I should have an at- 
tentive hearing. The literary renown of your 
members made me feel they would in common 
fairness not undertake to teach me what is 
Catholic doctrine, but be good enough 


to accept my statement as true, 
debating my exposition, not their 
preconceived notions of the faith. 


The impregnable position of the Catholic 
Church and her inexhaustible power for good 
render her fearless, make her invite discussion, 
seeking no favor, but fairness. These facts 
induced me to accede to your request. My 
only and sincere regret is that a more compe- 
tent and worthier champion has not under- 
taken the contest. 

“The length of time granted for statement 
and discussion will be best spent in directing 

all our attention to the foundations on which 
the grand superstructure of Catholic faith 
rests. And in doing this itis of paramount 
importance that we use our words in the same 
sense and so have the same idea in the mind. 
You must therefore bear with me if I seem to 
lay undue stress on the signification of certain 
words. 

**1. The Catholic Church maintains that man 
is endowed with intellect to know truth, with 
will to do good. He is gifted with reason 
which, among its other capabilities and by its 
own power and light, can know of ‘the exist- 
ence of God, of the immortality of man’s soul, 
and of man’s responsible dependence on God. 
This constitutes, in other words, natural re- 
ligion, and rests for its basis on the intelligence 
and discursive power of the human soul. 

2. The Catholic Church holds that, besides 
this natural knowledge concerning God, man’s 

destiny. and man's responsibility, there is an- 
other body of truth, called revelation, giving still 
more extensive knowledge concerning God and 
nian. This revelation differs essentially from 
natural religion, inasmuch as it is no product 
of scientific research, but is imparted by God. 
It rests not on the capability of reason, but on 
the veracity and goodness of God. By such 
revelation the mind is confirmed in its own 
supernatural knowledge, and is further en- 
riched by truths concerning God and man to 
which reason by itself could never have at- 
tained. 

This revelation began with the promise of a 
Redeemer and ended with the ascension of 
Christ. All dogmas since formulated by the 
church are but explicit declarations of the sev- 
eral truths contained in revelation. We hold 
that such revelation is embodied in certain in- 
spired writings and traditions. 

It is of grave import that we bear in mind 
that the Catholic Church, in speaking of God, 
manifested by reason and by revelation, is 
speaking of a self-existing personal being, really 
and essentially distinct from the world, infinit 
in intelligence and will and in all perfections— 
this personal God creating all men to be saved, 
desiring the salvation of all, and putting with- 
in the reach of all the necessary help for such 
salvation. 

„ 3. The church holds that between reason 
and revelation there never can be any real dis- 
crepancy, since the same God who gave the 
one gave the other. Here it is important to 
remember the gulf separating the facts in 
Nature from the scientific theories advanced 
by men. The latter are oftentimes. from 
insufficiency of observation or other 
cause, crude, inaccurate, or false. To 
such theories the statement does not refer. We 
insist that between the facts and laws in Nat- 
ure known by reason and the doctrines of 
revelation there is and never can be antago- 
nism; consequently that reason must be the 
gainer in strength and direction by this new 
manifestation of God's mind. 

„4. The dimness of man’s knowledge about 
his Creator, the weakness of man’s moral nat- 
ure, the responsibility of man to God, and the 
goodness and justice of man’s Maker not only 

rendered revelation possible, but also neces- 
sary. And the Catholic Church holds that, 
revelation being made, there is the need of an 
authoritative teacher ana guardian of it, so 
that, in all times, for all persons, and under all 
circumstances, the individual may know the 
teaching of God. 

„This implies infallible or divine authority, 
exercised though it may be through weak, sin- 
ful, fallibie agents. The commission, not the 
individual, is to be looked at. Reason has the 
right to examine the credentials of such com- 
mission; but, being convinced that the com- 
mission is genuine and has emanated from 
God, who cannot deceive nor be deceived, rea- 
son has but one duty—to accept the message, 
though it may be beyond the ken of intellect. 

„ Such divine and therefore infallible author- 
ity was given to the organic body called into 
existence by Christ, and which received on 
Pentecost Sunday, as its perpetual principle of 
life, the Holy Ghost. From that day forward a 
human-divine organism existed on earth, easily 
discovered by the rock, Peter, on which it was 
formed, and by the marks of unity, apostol- 
icity, catholicity, and holiness which are of the 
essence of its being and purpose. This is the 
Church of Christ, the pillar and ground of 
truth.”

alone triumph and endure. In one form or an- 
other, these beliefs have been the world’s reno- 
vators, and humanity has not climbed out of 
the abyss on a ladder of lies! A free unity is 
the supreme achievement of man, the crown 
and reward of his perfected faculties; it comes 
when he is ready for it, and it cannot be co- 
erced before the time. Idiscern in Protestant- 
ism, thus defined, the world’s great hope. 
There may be tempestuous work around and 
ahead of us, but— 
Well roars the storm to him who 
A deeper voice across the storm! 
RABBI GOTTHEIL’S VIEWS. 

Mr. Pullman was followed by the Rey. Mr. 
Gottheil, of the Temple Emanu-El, who said: 
“The Quakers, whom I consider the nearest 
and truest ideal of what seems me to have 
moved the soul of the founder of the Christian 
Chureh, represent as no people ever did the 
idea of the divine spirit in man; and, inspired 
by this, they swept away all formal and 
placed themselves in communion with the 
Eternal Spirit, abolishing also—and I ought to 
say lam sorry for that—the ministry [laugh- 


ter}, but giving us such a clear and 
suc a beautiful idea that should they 
cease to exist it would be a loss 


to humanity. Then there are the Unitarians 
that worship culture. I think that Unitarian- 
ism is culture with a slight flavor of Christian- 
ity. [Laughter and applause.| Looking at a 
body like the Wesleyans we see ‘the organiza- 
tion and power of the religious idea; and, 
without any claim to authority, we see what 
that religious idea is capable of in that line. 
Then, looking at the great church whose repre- 
sentative we have with us tonight, we see what 
that church is able to achieve under one head. 
We see that it is capable of inspiring a large 
number of men to renounce all claim 
to the enjoyments of life, surrendering 
themselves entirely to that idea. The world 
has never seen an organization like that, and 
no one who remembers her great deeds of 
charity can ever forget what service she is 
rendering to humanity. I confess, when I 
meet one of those good sisters wandering up 
and down on her holy mission, I, in thought, 
take off my hat, and only regret that charity, 
that bright guardian angel of man, should be 
obliged to walk the earth in those sombre gar- 
ments, and not wear those bright, cheerful 
colors to which their deeds and of 
heart entitle them.” [Applause.] 

Referring then to Mgr. Capel’s argument, he 
said it was a bold assumption for him to say 
that man hadtwo kinds of reason. He had 
not faith enough to accept such a claim. We 
must at last,“ he continued, in the last resort, 
all come home to the reason; for even suppos- 
ing we are directed by the church, she cannot 
go with us into all the work of our lives to tell 
us what to do, and we must come back to the 
reason. Then the reverend lecturer made an 

rtion that God created all men to be saved. 
wish to speak with the greatest respect, but 
this seems to be something that al- 
most borders on—well, I will not use 
the term. But that God should create 
all men to be saved—has He created none to be 
lost? If so, I think there are some that would 
rather be with the lost than with the saved. If 
‘the Catholic Church would say that all people 
had not only been created to be saved, but will 
and must be saved, that would be a concession. 
I must not forget that I stand as a representa- 
tive of that faith which preceded the church; 
and, when the reverend lecturer insisted on the 
necessity of a wi and expounder of the 
divine truth, it see to me that on the 
strength of the Old Testament Israel is that 
witness and that expounder. If he ask for any 
external proof we cannot point to any great 
earthly power; we pave no common saint; 


we are scattered over the face of the earth, 


and we are still a persecuted race. Only one 
stamp is upon us, and that is upon the brow of 
every Israelite—the stamp of unparalleled mar- 
ttydom for the truth as we understand it. We 
have borne our witness. Our trust lies in the 
true Word of God, not inclosed within the Bi- 
ble, but disseminated throughout the whole 
world, and that men will ultimately come to 
see the truth as we see it—that is, our only 
hope. It seems to me that in several impor- 
tant points the Catholic Church stands today 
on the same basis that the old Jewish Church 
stood, relying too much on tradition, making 
the Word of God of none effect.’’ 

In closing, Rabbi Gottheil told the story of a 
man in Bagdad who was attacked by another, 
who, when bis assailant ran away, instead of 
pursuing him, turned and ran ju the opposit 
direction until he came to the gate of a burial- 
ground. Let him go where he will,” said he, 
„I shall finally meet him here, and I will say 
to him, ‘My brother, thou hast struck me. 1

As men residing in different 
cities bave joined together politically and 
formed States, the same arrangement should 
be made for religion. The people who found 
religion necessary have adopted it, and religion 
is the outcome of the people and has not been 
forced upon them. The religions were all very 
useful in their day,and are useful still; but 
their day is past. The old Tory adage, that no 
gentleman should ever change his religion or 
polities, deserves to be revived under the form 
that no one should leave the ‘church of the 
world,’ to which those who have been taught 
nothing belong, as well as those whose 
scientific attainments have made belief 
in the creeds impossible. Religion is 
a necessity to some peep and I 
believe that religions will only last as long as 
they are needed.

MOVING THE LUMBER-YARDS. 


The Advantages and Disadvantages of 
Going to South Chicago—The Great 
Move of the Future Will Be to the 
Mills in the Lumber Regions. 
Mr. A. G. Van Schaick, President of the Lud- 

ington, Wells & Van Schaick Lumber Company, 

was in ed yesterday regarding the re- 
ported removal of a large part of the lumbe 

trade to South Chicago, as detailed in y 

UNE. 

There is a great deal in favor of South Chi- 
cago over the present lumber district and ‘very 
little against it.“ he said; but in my opinion 
the tendency of the lumber trade is all back to- 
ward the mills, and not toward centering on 
any given 0 South Chicago is certainly 
amuch more hopeful-looking place to move to 
than the present lumber district was when we 
all moved there in 1865. The advantages of South 
Chicago are: First, deep water and short towing; 
second, no obstructive municipal regulations; 
third, wide docks and cheap piling; and foysth, 
lower rent. The towing would cost abou® six 
cents per 1,000 feet less than ‘now—that would 
mean a saving of about $3,000 a year to our 
firm alone, and about $120,000 a year to the 
whole lumber trade. Then, in South Chicago 
we would have only one bridge to pass, and 
could pass as we pleased; here we can only 
pass at certain hours, and are subject to many 
delays and obstructions, which, of course, are 
unavoidable, considering the enormous traffic 
there is on and over the river. Then the cheap 
piling is a more important item than any out- 
sider would imagine. It may be taken as a rule 
that the last third of a pile of lumber costs no 
more to build than the first two-thirds. With 
limited dock space we must build the piles high, 
at a very great additional expense for labor. As 
to the rent, the saving would probably be 30 to 
50 per cent. Our rent is $18,600; we pay $9.50 
per foot, and if we went to South Chicago and 
paid $5 or $6 per foot we would then use a 
«greater space, and the rent would probably 
reach $12,000 to $14,000. Now, these are the 
advantages. As to the disadvantages, there 
are only two that strike me forcibly at present. 
First, there is the trade in culled lumber, 
which is about 15 percent of the total lumber 
trade. All this is used here in the city—for 
sidewalks, box-making, and other rough work 
—and that trade would be lost if the lumber 
trade were removed to South Chicago. For 
our own part, ff we removed there, we would 
immediately open a large box-factory to use up 
this part of the stock. Then, second, there is 
the fact that the trade is here, that 
the buyers come here, that the lumber 
people help each other out in exchanging stock, 
and that until South Chicago would have at least 
150,000,000 feet of lumber there the cream of 
the trade would be held here. Mr. Carpenter, 
my next-door neighbor, agreed to join us two 
years ago in the purchase of docks at South 
Chicago, and we offered to lay down 100,000,000 
feet of lumber there, but we could not get satis- 
factory terms. The fact is, the way the trade is 
carried on now it makes little difference whether 
our yards are three miles or ten miles or fifty 
miles off so far as trading with customers goes. 
It isn’t like old times, when we would have to 
take a man through the yards and show him 
the stuff, and to him, and tell him how much 
we could do Tor him that no one else could 
do—it isn’t like that now. The stuff is 
bought in the office here and guaranteed as to 
weight, freight. and quality; the order tele- 
phoned to the yard, and neither buyer nor sell- 
er has any more to do with this part of 
transaction. For instance, I sell almost all 
lumber for our firm, yet I have not been in the 
yards for about three months, I believe. If we 
went to South Chicago it would be just the 
same; I would sit here and do the selling, and 
give the instructions over our private telephone 
wires to the yards. 

But, as I said in the outset, the tendency 
of the trade is towards the mills. Important 
distributing points are rapidly springing up all 
over the Northwest, from which the lumber 
goes direct to the consumer without any 
transhipment at Chicago. When we move 
we shall move to the Menominee River, 
where our mills are. There we shall pay no 
rent whatever, as we have the land lying idle, 
and our other expenses will be greatly re- 

duced. The St. Paul and Northwestern Rail- 
roads offer to sbip the lumber direct from the 
mills, without transfer at Chicago, to any place 
in the United States, and the cost from the 
mills to Chicago is the same by rail as by water. 
So, while the railroad facilities are useless to 
bring our lumber here for distribution from 
here, they would be perfectly able to accommo- 
date our trade if we made the mills the distrib- 
uting point. I could give you plenty of cases 
in point. The large lumber-mills at Eau Claire, 
Wis., for example, have

PRISON RELIGION. 

The Rev. Bernadine Weis, a Roman Catholio 
priest of Joliet, applied to the Attorney-Gen- 
eral to know whether Catholic convicts in the 
penitentiary can be required to attend religious 
services which they are in conscience forbid- 
den to attend.

THE TARIFF AND PRICES. — 


Levi North and the Tariff Question The 
Effect of Bad Currency on 
, Prices.

If the argument of the Journal convinces any 
one it will be such as do not know all of the 


true conclusion, or who have not the acumen 
to perceive the difference between merely con- 
temporaneous facts and dependent facts—that 
is, such facts as occupy the relation of cause 
to effect. 

To illustrate: Putting myself on the stand 
as a witness, I very well remember, in the 
winter of 1827-28, hearing my father tell his 
family, on coming home from the neigh- 
boring village of Martinsburg, Lewis 
County, N. ., that one of our neigh- 
bors had been compelled to sell his 
wheat at three shillings (37% cents) a bushel to 
pay a store debt. This was in the palmiest days 
of a high protective tariff. This tariff was re- 
duced in 1833 to about 24 per cent, always ex- 
cepting on sugar, which was nearly double that 
figure, while negro cloth, a coarse woolen, and 
worn only by siaves, and the ioreign wool, out 
of which it was made, paid only 7 per cent un- 
der Clay’s compromise! (You perdeive Mr. 
Clay, the prince of protectionists, didn’t care 
much for the wool-grower nor the manu- 
facturer!) Under this “horizontal tariff,’’ so 
ruinous, as the Journal claims, I personally 
know that in December, 1836, wheat sold for a 
short time in Lowville, in the same county, at 
$2.50 per bushel! This wasin a wheat-raising 
section, too. True, the same kind of wheat 
sold the Ist of April, 1837, at the same place for 
$1.25. And yet through these three intervening 
months this tariff had not changed. 

I lived from 1834 till 1847, the most of the 
time, near Mount Vernon, O. (I, too, am an 
Ohio boy, and proud of it.) I worked in that 
State ona farm generally, and have always 
sympathized with the farming cotamunity. I 
have seen extreme fluctuations in the prices of 
all kinas of things, including labor on farms, in 
shops, and places of commerce, and have 
watched carefully the changes in the currency. 
I have seen safety-fund” banks, with their 
worthless mortgage securities. I have seen 
Owl Creek, Granville Alexandrian Society, wild- 
cat, red-dog, and other currency frauds, includ- 
ing Lilinois State Bank, Western Exchange, and 


Nemaha. even Seth Paine's humbug trash, and, 


bad as all of this was, even this fluctuated in 
quantity; and I say to all that this fluctuation 


downs in all kinds of business, ch the 
rice of wheat in New York from 37 cents to 

.50 in nine years; then again to $1.25 in three 
months, and in Ohio, at Newark, from 50 cents 
in 1834 to $1.25, and then to 62 cents in 1839, 
and most other products in a similar manner. 

Now, in those days, when all the facts lay 
clearly in sight, when they were not unknown 
or forgotten by nearly all, as they are at pres- 
ent, it was obvious enough to candid, reflecting 
men that the worthless and ever fluctuating cur- 
rency laid at the bottom of these things, and the 
question of the tariff, though agitated, as the 
Journal says, in 1840, had nothing materially to 
do with the price of farm products. 

If the tariff and the prices of farm products 
are dependent facts, why the changes in 
the prices Ihave mentioned, while the tariff 
was “ruinously low,“ from 1833 to 1846, and 
worse afterwards? Didn't wheat frequently 
sell in Ilinois, from 1848 till 1860, as high as 
81.257 Why did corn sellin Kewanee at 16 
cents a bushel in 1861 if not because of the 
‘*stump-tail’’ unsecured currency? Why did 
calico sell at 35 to 40 cents a yard in 1863 
but partly because our currency, worth 
only 40 cents on a dollar, had some- 
thing to do withitas well as the increased 
cost of cotton? This showing, it seems to me, 
has the advantage over the Journal’s because it 
states dependent facts, those facts which were 
everywhere recognized at the time, recognized 
as connected and sustaining the relation to 
each other of cause and effect. And the great

Nevertheless, the country refused to be 
ruined, and a career of commercial, manu- 
facturing, and agricultural prosperity set in, 
acquiring, is spite of their tearsand their 
damns and in spite of the bad currency, a 
vigor which steadily increased till 1861. 

The showing of the average value of land in 
Kentucky proves nothing; for we do not know 
how much worthless land is put in against the 
best and so made to bring down the average; 
and no comparison is made with those in II- 
nois and other States except Ohio. Kentucky 
will not in three generations get rid of the 
rninous effects of slavery, which are plainly 
apparent there in social, business, and agri- 
cultural pursuits, all @f which injuriously 
affect the value of lands. 

But my main idea in the article in Tur 
TRIBUNE was to deny the right of any Nation- 
al convention to recommend in its platform 
either a protective tarif or one for revenue. 
Neither party can make a plain, honest, manly 
plank on that subject without being justly 
charged with folly or disregard of some one’s 
claims in their respective parties. Why should 
the eight great States be silent and acquiesce 
to their detriment in the high-tariff demands 
of Pennsylvania and part of Ohio? Let Penn- 
sylvania and Ohio interests be represented in 
Congress, but let those conflicting interests of 
the other States be represented. If Illinois 
has no important interest to be protected, why 
not let her Representatives oppose protection, 
and not be bullied by a protective plank 
inserted in their National party platform? 
Why should I, a Republican, be compelled to 
vote for some milk-and-water nobody, whose 
acquiescence in platform dictates has given him 
a nomination, or be denounced as a sorehead? 
Why should we be compelled to listen to the 
tariff fallacies of stump-speakers, and our boys 
be falsely educated to believe in a high tariff as 
the only escape from the terrible Democratic 
rule? Let each State, through its Senators, and 
each Congressional District, through its Repre- 
sentative, be represented according to its in- 
terest, and let not the effect of this on the Pres- 
idential election be paraded before us to scare 
and bully men into the support of candidates 
nominated through the influence of tariff mo- 
nopolists. The Presidential question ought not 
to influence local opinions upon the tariff.

THE $500 LICENSE FOR ALL. 
CARTER WILL NOT DICTATE TO THE COUNCIL, 

BUT PREDIOTS A BIG RUN FOR BEER LI- 

CENSES IN CASE THERE ARE TWO KINDS. 

In the course of a conversation with Mayor 
Harrison yesterday the license question was in- 
cidentalily brought up. The Mayor expressed 
himself as being anxious to hear from the Su- 
preme Court in regard to the constitutionality 
of the Harper bill. He distinctly stated that he 
would in no way dictate to the City 
Council the course it should ursue in 
reference to the license question, as he believed 
that the Executive and Legislative branches 
should be kept separate. He had always 
favored a graduated system, however. 
Harper bill was declared constitutional, and

WATER IN FOREIGN CITIES. 
THE SUPPLY AND COST IN LONDON AND PARIS 
AND IN CHICAGO COMPARED. | 

In a speech on the administration of the Cities 
of London and Paris, delivered by Sir Joseph 
Bazalgette at a recent meeting of the Institu- 
tion of Civil Engineers, and published in the 
current number of the New York Sanitary En- 
gineer, some instructive figures are given, those 
relating to the water-supply in foreign cities 
being of especial interest to the Chicago public. 
London, which has now a population of over 
4,000,000, is at present supplied with water by 
eight independent water companies. They 
supply in the aggregate 140,000,000 gallons 
daily, of which from 15,000,000 to 18,000,000 are 
gonsumed outside the metropolitan boundaries. 
The consumption within the metropolis is at 
the rate of about thirty-one gallons per head 
per diem. Of the total quantity 69,000,000 gal- 
lons are obtained from the Thames, and 71,000,- 
000 from the River Lee, the New River, and 
other sources. The charges of the water com- 
— are based upon the ratable value of the 

ouses supplied, and not according to the quan- 
tity of water consumed. The price ranges from 
3 to 7% per cent of the rated value of the house 
property; thus a house rated by the Govern- 
ment valuators at £200 [$1,000] will be charged, 
say. a 5 per cent water tax, or £10 [$50] per an- 
num. The scale of prices is fixed by special 
acts of Parliament, and varies for different 
companies, but 3 to 7% per cent are the extreme 
limits. As the ratable vaiue of London houses 
has increased over 75 per cent per head of the 
population within thirty years, while the water 
consumption per bead remains about the same, 
it will thus be seen that the value of the prop- 
erty of the water companies has increased in a 
like ratio. The total capital employed by the 
water companies is about £13,200,000, or at the 
rate of £3 Is 7d per 1,000 gallons of water, and 
the net charge for water amounts to 7s per 
1,000 gallons, while the actual cost of pumping 
and maintenance of works is 1s 1d, and the 
cost of engineering and management is 2s 1d 
per 1,000 gallons, showing a net profit of 4s 1 
per 1,000 gallons. 

The Chicago daily water supply for last year 
averaged 71,119,716 gallons, which, assuming 
the population to be 700,000, shows a consump- 
tion of over 100 gallons per head per diem. The 
cost here is 10 cents per 1,000 gallons, while the 
Londoner pays 7s 3d—or nearly $2 in exchange 
value, and worth over $3 in purchasing power 
—for the same amount. 

In 1880 it was proposed to purchase the in- 
terests and property of the London water com- 
panies and place the water-supply under the 
- municipal authority, as it is in most foreign 
cities, and probably when the Government 
creates its contemplated new municipality to 
govern the city as a whole and does away with 
the present Metropolitan Board of Works, this 
scheme may be carried into effect. 

The water supply in Paris amounts to 82,000,- 
000 gallons per day, being at the rate of thirty- 
six gallons per head of the population. Two- 
thirds of this are obtained from the Rivers 
Seine, Marne, and Oureq, and one-third from 
distant springs and artesian wells in Paris. 

The paper also shows that a high death-rate 
will in most cases be found to be the compan- 
ion of defective house accommodation, venti- 
lation, water-supply, sewerage, or scavenging. 
Thus, for instance, St. Petersburg, with a pop- 
ulation of nearly a million, and the high death- 
rate of 35.2 per 1,000, is without sewerage, and 
its water-supply is taken from the River Neva, 
more or less contaminated by vercolation from 
the subsoil. Cairo, with a death-rate of 37 per 
1,000, is supplied with water from 
the Nile, having no sewers, and the 
sewerage filtering through the subsoil 
into the Nile above the water intake. Vienna, 
with a death-rate of 29.2 per 1,000, has an 
average of 60 ple in each house, or twice as 
4 as in Paris, While the ratable value of 
the houses in Viennais only one-sixth more 
than those in Paris. Pekin, with a death-rate 
of 50 per 1,000, is without proper sewerage, 
water-supply, street-cleaning, or other proper 
sanitary arrangements. The London death- 
rate is about 21, and the Chicago death-rate 
about 19.92 based on a population of 580,000. 


RIVAL GAS COMPANIES. 

THE OLD ONE WANTS ITS METRES LET ALONE. 

The Chicago Gashght & Coke Company filed 
a bill yesterday in the Circuit Court against 
its rival, the Consumers’ Gas, Fuel & Light 
Company, asking for an injunction. The com- 
piainant was organized in 1849 for the purpose 
of supplying gas, and says it has expended 
millions of dollars in laying pipes, constructing 
reservoirs, etc., and now has over 250 miles of 
street mains. To keep these in order requires 
a large amount of time and care and the em- 
ployment of skilled labor. 
year the defendant company has been organ- 
ized, and has been laying mains and construct- 
ing works, and recently’ has even been dis- 
connecting complainant’s metres and put- 
ting in its own in many places without 
complainant’s knowledge or consent. The old 
company says it made an agreement with its 
young rival to fight fair and give notice when 
any gas consumer wished to change his patron- 
‘age to the new company, but that the latter has 
been doing some underhand work by taking 
out complainant’s metres and leaving them 
carelesly around, causing unnecessary damage, 
and laying complainant open to possible suits 
tor damages by reason of careless_or unskillful 
disconnections. The old company makes no 
objection toits rival pushing its way, but it 
does insist on having fair play even in war, and 
usks for an injunction to prevent defendant 
' disconnecting its metres without proper notice.

CHICAGO JUDGES AND LAWYERS PETITION THE

This part is 
all richt, but the question arises whether it is 
not in rather bad taste to retain the son of the 
man who was requested to lex for bad con- 
duct. Commissioner Cregier simply hired the 
man to take the place of his father.

A CHESHIRE HIGHWAYMAN., 
Ali the Year Round: The career of the dash- 


fing robber Higgins is indeed remarkable. We 
first hear of him in the west, robbing a farmer 


eoming home from market, and being trans- 
ported to the American plantations. There he 
escapes from custody, breaks into a house at 
Boston, and so, provided with funds, gets on 
shipboard, and back to his native land. Then, 
with renewed confidence and daring, he takes 
to the road, and is so successtul in his pursuits 
that he is enabled to set up housekeeping at 
Kautsford—quite the gentleman, with sporting 
dogs and thoroughbred hunters. He marries 
the daughter of a respectable family, and is 
much looked up to by the neighborhood, and 
pays his way with strict punctuality. But 
some night, when all the world is abed, he 
saddies one of his thoroughbreds, m uffles up 
its hoofs in worsted stoc rides silently 
out of the paved court and through the 
sleeping town; then dashes off to some 
rendezvous, fifty or 100 miles away. Presently 
a terrible affair happens at Bristol; an old lady 
is found one morning murdered, and her house 
ransacked, She is known to have had a con- 
siderable hoard of coin in Spanish dollars and 


doubloons; perhaps the old lady herself had 
been the child of a bold buccaneer and the dol- 
lars had been got by evil deeds upon the Span- 
' 3sh main. Higgins is the first to bring the news 
t© Knutsford, long before the flying posts and 
weekly mails have wind of it; and it is noticed 
that soon after that Spanish money has sud- 
denly come into circulation about Knutsford, 
where, perhaps, a more cosmopolitan spirit 
reigned than at present, in the way of cur- 


rency. 
People might have put this and that 


together, 
Dut it seems they didn’t, for Higgins still con- 


tinued to move in the best society; and one 
might attended an assembly at Knutsford, 
ruffling it among all the county grandees.

of his crimes, including the Bristol murder.
